“About three weeks afier his yeto of Clay's 
Marysville road bill’ I was opening and he 
was reading his letters, when he laid doen 
the letter he was reading and inquired: ‘Ed 
ward, my son, do you know that all of my 
cabinet, save one, were opposed tomy veto” 

“Tl inquired, ‘My dear general, is it possible 

that they were Opposed to your veto on con- 
stitutional grounds” 
‘He rose from the table, and pointing 
finger at me, exclaimed: ‘OU, no. mv son: 
upon constitutional grounds. but ‘upon 
grounds of expediency—expediency. By the 
eternal, the people do not put me here to ad- 
minister this government upon the ground of 
expediency !’ 

“The last time I saw General 
went up to stay with him till he died. He 
had written to me to come to him from 
*‘Dalayne,’ mv plantation in Louisiana, and 
while at the Hermitage he received a letter 
from Commodore Elliott informing him he 
had just returned from the command of the 
squadron in the Mediterranean, and bad 
brought with him the sarcophagus of a Ro- 
man emperor, Severus, | think, which was 
subject to his order. We all thought ita 
pretty conception, but while at dinner he 
had himself propped up in bed and wrote the 
reply: ‘My dear commodore, I feel greatly 
obliged by your kindness. I don’t think the 
sarcophagus of a Roman emperor would be a 
fit depository for the remains of an American 
democrat.’ 

“After staying at the Hermitage some time 
I met Dr. Hogg, his physician, and he told me" 
the general might live six months. He talked 
brilliantly. When he became excited he 
would lean over and support his head on one 
hand. I left and was not present at the last 
scene, Mrs. Andrew Jackson, the wife of his 
adopted son, was present whenI was there. 
She now resides at the Hermitage. She has a 
son and a daughter alive, and a widowed 
daughter with eight or nine children and de- 
‘pendent upon her.” 

The general brofght out a number of letters 
addressed to him by Andrew Jackson, from 
which the following extracts are made: 

‘HERMITAGE, Jan. 8, 1882.—It has been with 
the greatest pleasure, my young friend, that | 
have tendered you that advice and counsel! 
which my experience has enabled me to give, 
and especially when [ have believed that I 
could contribute to your future welfare by 
impressing upon your mind the importance 
of morality and by directing your attention to 
-such objects as were most likely to eventuate 
in your permanent interest. I have done so 
with the greatest cheerfulness and an eye 
single to your good. I trust then that you 
will view me, when opposing your determi- 
nation to jointhe Russian service and aban- 
don that of your country, as influenced by no 
sinister motive, but as alive only to those 
prospects which may determine your reputa- 
tion and the character to which you may at- 
tain asasoldier and citizen. You say you 
have spent the best of your life in a profession 
which offers no inducement in your country. 
Let me ask what is it in the profession of 
arms in your'country that is inconsistent 
with the character which awaits an officer de- 
voted to its service—prepared by science for 
distinction in that service, and competent to 
wield or share in its battles and dangers? 
What is it in the character of your country 
that is unworthy of your efforts to sustain it? 
What in its national feeling that can not 
claim your participation? Where isthe coun- 
iry, besides your own, whose glory in the pro- 
tection of liberty and these equal rights which 
have long since been lost in the despotism 
and corruption of every European govern- 
ment? Where is that love of country which, 
living even with the chained and shackled 
peasantry of a monarch, despises all control? 
And would you renuunce this sacred tie for 
the glory to be won in the uncertain career of 
a foreign emperor? Can you sacrifice the feel- 
ings which should characterize an American 
officer to the illusions which support royalty 
and conceal its corruption? I hope you could 
not. There are many objections, Edward, to 
you adopting the course you have named, but 
which I shall not mention, believing that you 
will unhesitatingly abandon a scheme which 
you have formed without reflection. It is 
true that the blind policy of the last congress 
has limited the prospect of reputation and dis- 
tinction in our army, but things will not al- 
ways be as they are. 

“The policy must change; and, independent 
of this, what greater incentive do you want 

than the persuasion that, by improving the 
advantages which you now possess, you will 
be prepared to enter with distinction into the 
service of your country when it shall ask for 
your services and talents. Continue your 
studies and your proficiency shall be reward- 
ed, Be industrious and you will not feei the 
miseries Of *@)eness. ANDREW JACKSON,” 

The following extract is taken from a letter 
Mr. Batler under date of May 1, 1823: 
“T am much pleased to find that you have 
acquired such a correct opinion of human na- 
ture. In your passage through life it will be 
of great advantage to you, and preserve you 
from many difliculties that, without this 
knowledge, youths are apt to fall into. It is 
to be deplored that men in office are apt to as- 
sume an air of mystery in discharge of their 
public duties. In our government mystery 
does not belong to it; an open, candid, virtu- 
ous course ought to be pursued by all func- 
tionaries—orders given in clear and positive 
language easily‘to be understood aad words 
incapable of double meaning, and in all 
answers to necessary inquiries, positive and 
candid. 1 never have seen an occasion where 
candor and truth was noi proper. A case in 
our government can not exist where it ought 
not to be used. If it is proper tospeak at al] 
it should be with candor and truth. Adopt 
this for your guide, let others do as they may, 
and you will be alwaysright. Occasions may 
occur where prudence wonld dictate silence, 
but if you speak atall, let it be with candor 
and truth. ANDREW JACKSON,”’ 

The next letter in the order of dates is one 
dated at Washington, January , 20, 1824, in 
which, adverting to the celebration of Janu- 
ary 8, in which he gained the victory over 
the British at New Orleans, he writes: 

“Tt can not but be gratifying to me, dear E 
to see this day (Jan. 8) com nemorated by the 
American people, and particularly for the 
praiseworthy object of raising funds to aid 
the oppressed and gallant Greeks. It must be 
gratifying to every be SOT that cherishes as it 
ought warm feelings forthe liberty of man- 
kind, and a just abhorrence of the cruelties 
that have been inflicted on the oppressed 
Greeks and the patriots ofSpain. It wiil have 
another good effect. It will keep alive in the 
recollection of this nation what gallant men 
can do when united, and act as a stimulant to 
others to brave deeds should our country be 
again invaded by a foreign enemy.” 

On the day he dated the letter from which 
is taken the preceding quotation, the general 
had been presented with the pistols which 
had been given by LaFayette to Washington. 
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He thus expresses what he felt on the oc- 
casion:

was cheerfully extended. Be, therefore, con- 
soled; youthave many friends and 
some dear re atives, and, although you have 
experienced the loss of many, still your mis- 
fortunes are not greater than those which be. 
fall others. You should remember, too, that 
to be reconciled with our lot is a duty we owe 
not less to ourselves than to that God to 
whose providence we. are all committed, 
Against His will it is vain torepine, however, 
trying the aftliction or great the burden, 
while calm submission to that will makes hu- 
man fortitude triumph over tne grave, and 
conducts us to those happy regions in which 
we love to believe our young friend immortal. 
At the same time we are aided in preparation 
to overtake him there. ANDREW JACKSON,” 

The following letter will be read with in- 
terest, in view of the action taken subsequent 
ly by the writer, while as president of the 
United States he favored the removal of the 
Creeks beyond the Mississippi: 

‘*HEKMITAGE, Tenn., July 25, 1825.—DEAR 
Kk, From your letter 1 presume your south- 
ern tour has affurded you some amusement 
and much information. ‘The scenes in Geor- 
gia give you a view of human nature under 
the influence of party excitement and selfish 
politicai views. The world had formed an 
exalted opinion of Governor Troup’s talents, 
but I believe his late communications have 
shorn him of his character of high talents in 
public estimation, and of decorous deport- 
ment... His whole conduct of late has afford- 
ed evidence of derangement from some cause. 
He certainly hever could have obtained the 
high standing for talents he Had without pos- 
sessing some merit, which his late communi 
cations appear to be entirely destitude of 
Nobody did believe that the Indians had any 
intention of commencing hostilities on the 
whites. The whole excitement was produced 
by designing white men to draw the public at 
tention from the means used in obtaining this 
fictitious treaty, signed by one or two chiefs, 
and the rest self-created for the purpose of 
multiplying signers to the instrument. I am 
sure that, with the evidence now before the 
nation, the senate would not have ratified the 
treaty. What will be the course that will be 
taken will much depend on the information 
communicated to congresseby the president, 
procured-through his special agent, sent to 
the nation for the purpose of investigation. 
When it was ratified I was not in the senate, 
being confined to my room by the severe in- 
disposition of Mrs. Jackson. Had 1 been 
present, seeing none of the old chiefs’ names 
to it but McIntosh, I should have moved its 
postponement and called for information 
from the president. ANDREW JACKSON,”’ 

In another communication of 10th Novem 
ber, same year, he resumes the subject: 

“T regret that my friend General Gaines 
permitted himself to be drawn into apolitical 
newspaper controversy with Governor Troup. 
However justifiable his conduct may be in 
this affair, still it will afford Troup’s friends 
in congress a strong ground to assail the gen- 
eral as a military man—and it isto be tested 
how far the executive will sustain him should 
his own popularity be in the least endangered 
thereby.’ He then expresses the hope that 
the executive will stand by General Gaines, 
but he remarks: ‘“‘He (General Gaines) 
and myself have had sufficieut 
experience to know, unless. shielded by 
positive instruction, that the executive will 
shield itself from responsibility if it can and 
throw it upon its subordinate. I bope my 
fears for the general my be groundless, still I 
can not but feel for the safety of my friend, 
when I see the avenue through which he may 
be assailed and his feelings corroded by cun- 
gress. 

Andrew Jackson, on the 8th of December, 
reverting to the same theme, in which he 
seemed to take so deep an interest, wrote: 

‘‘} am happy ‘to be informed that the presi- 
dent has refused to listen to the demand of 
the governor of Georgia for the arrest of 
General Gaines, and I hope the treaty with 
the Indians for all the lands within the 
limits of Georgia will put to rest this disagree- 
able subject, the discussion of which would 
have involved some of the most delicate 
questions that could be brought before con- 
yress, and is wel) calculated to disturb the 
harmony of our country, as well as the feel- 
ings of our friend, General Gaines, who 
would, no doubt, have been assailed by his 
enemies in congress, State rightsand military 
despotism are themes where eloquence can be 
employed and the feelings of the nation 
aroused. I fondly hope that, in consequence 
of the treaty you mention, both these themes 
will slumber xor 8ome other occasion.”’ 

Here is an extract of a letter dated in 1825: 

“J am happy to find that you approve ot 
my retiring from political life. My judgment 
said it was proper to do so, I have always 
thought it wrong to recommend maxims to 
others that I did not practice on myself. 
am getting too old to abandon a course I have 
practiced upon through a long life. My 
judgment proved and dictated the course | 
have taken. It is a great pleasure to me that 
it is approved by the virtuous and good. | 
feel, regardiess of what my political enemies 
may say on the subject, they would rejoice if 
l wasto de an act injurious to taose republi- 
can maxims I have always advocated.’’ 

On the 24th of January, 1826, he wrote: 

“There never ought to be confidence re- 
posed in political men who are in pursuit of 
popularity, particularly when they have given 
evidence of abandonment of principle and 
bartered for self-agzrandizement.”’

people from the whole surrounding country 
turned out to his appointments. His congre- 
gations were always large, and everybody lov- 
ed to hear him preach, It was with general 
regret when in 1866 he left for Liz home in 
Cartersville. We regret to say that preaching 
was kept up only afew years at Dead river 
after he leit. A few years ago Rev. W. L 
Geiger organized a Baptist church at Long 
Pond, and a great many of the Dead river 
members took their lettersto that church. 
Some moved away, and others died. Our 
B. Conner, lives near Dead river 
ehurcb, and his membership is sill there. 
He was born in 1798, and is the only living 
Wilson Conner. His wife was 
born in 1809, and isa member with her lhus- 
band. They keep house pretty much alone— 
have a grand son only 12 or 14 years old liv- 
ing with them. -In 1856 or ‘37 an academy 
was built in 200 yards of Dead river church by 
uncle Joseph Ryals, George W. Cooper and 
others, Rev. J. G is uncle Joseph's only son 
Uncle Joseph lived near the academy, and 
had six daughters—four of whom have long 
since died and left families. Dr. P. H. Mell, 
who is chancellor of the State university, at 
Athens, taught the first schoolin the acade- 
mv. He married his first wife in the honse 
now occupied by uncle T. B, Conner. He 
visited that neighborhood several montbs ago, 
and asked to be presented with the bench, 
which is standing in uncle Tommie's piazza, 
because he said, on that bench he courted his 
first wife. He married Miss Lourane Cooper, 
grand daughter of Rev. Wilson Conner, and 
daughter of George W. Cooper, deceased, who 
moved to Screven county forty years ago. 
Dr. Mell preached an interesting sermon at 
Dead river on his last visit, and stated it was, 
in all probability, his last sermon there. He 
is68 years old, and still stands very erect. 
He bids fair to be useful. as an educator and 
pastor several years yet. Rev, T. B. Cooper, 
of Screven, is a brotherof Dr. Melli’s first and 
present wife. Heis a graduate of Mercer, 
and we believe he is sixty years old. He 
said to be acapital preacher. In the spring 
of 1844 Mr. John McCall moved with his wife 
and family and several servants from Telfair 
county, to live in the Dead river academy. 
His purpose was to live there and make a 
crop, and then move to some other destina- 
tion in the fall. He and my father, J. B 
Ryals, were fast friends, and very fond of 
hunting. Each one of them had a pack 
hounds, an: they were with themintbech: 
nearly every day; but to the sorrow of the 
whole neighborhood father accidently shot 
and killed Mr. McCall in one of their drives 
in the month of July of that year. Mr. M. 
was put toastand, which he left when the 
deer did not go there, and got in thick bushes 
ahead of the dogs, and father seeing the bushes 
and killed McCall. Frank Me- 
John, went down and took 
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died suou afterwards. Mr. John F. McCall’s 
reniains Were interred at Dead river. A few 
months previous to the death of Mr. McCall, 
father’s sister Penelope, wife of James G. Con- 
ner, who was the eldest son of Rey. Wilson 
C.. was found dead in a branch. She had 
visited the family of James Pittman, on 
horseback, a mile from home, and on her re 
turn fell from the horse. It was not known 
whether the horse threw her or whether her 
death was brought about from other causes. 
Uncle Jimmy was on the road from Savan- 
nah atthetime, and did not reach home in 
time to see her buried. A yearor more, after 
her death, he married Miss Nancy Pittman, 
and in less than a year after their marriage, 
and ip the abscence of uncle Jimmy, she was 
found dead early one morning by the family, 
in bed. It was supposed that apoplexy caus- 
ed her death. Uncle Jimmy did not witness 
the death of either one of his wives. He 
never married again, and died at the age oi 
8o years,

Leland’s speech and the other speeches made 
in the farmer's convention, and then I read 
Judge Henderson’s last vrop report, and got 
to ruminating upon the general situation.and 
altogether it did not make me feel hilarious 
by no means. My own 
give me the blues, if I would take ‘em, and 
so when | read about trouble all around I fee] 
like saying with the old 
mighty bad—powerful bad—but we thank 
Thee, oh Lord, that it is as well with us as it 
is.’’ Cobe he ‘‘ain’t makin’ a blessed 
thing—no no ‘taters, no 
nuthin’—and Willy is down with the new- 
mony, and thechickens all died with the 
cholera;’’ and then he gave a three-cornered 
grin and his 
his teeth as he remark: d, 
nigh as bad as it mout be; it aint nigh as bad 
as war.’’ Then he stuck his heels in _ the lit- 
tle mule’s flanks and away he went galloping 
up the road. There to be a 
called the bureau of refugees and abandoned 
lands, and Cobe saya if them yankees will re- 
vive it now he is about ready to jine the 
concern. Says he will do most anything ex- 
cept beg orsteal, or go to the poor house. 
So when | feei melancholly I think 
Cobe and cheerup. The truth is, we al! bor- 
row too much trouble. It is betterto look 


back once ina while and recall the vast 
amount of fearsand forebodings that were 
wasted and maybe that will give us _ brighter 
hopes ofthe future. 

Judge Henderson gives us very reliable 
crop reportsfor the state. He has reliable 
agents in every county—men of observation 
and judgment. Commissioner Loring, at 
Washington, gives us reliable reports from all 
the states, but neitlrer can tell us what the 
ruling price will be for cotton, or corn, or 
wheat, or pork, or beef cattle. That issettled 
in New York and Chicago. Neither the 
weather nor Providence has anything to do 
with it. I see by the papers that they are fix- 
ing up foranother big corner on wheat in 
Chicago and they have already got their 
agents all over the northwest buying it up at 
a low price and they will hold for a bigh 
price. Wheat never advances much until the 
rascals have bought most of it—not until they 
have bought all that the average poor farmer 
has to sell. That is just what is the 
matter with our people. Both the farmer 
and the average consumer are alike the vic- 
tims of the speculator. The farmer has to 
sell too low and the consumer has to buy too 
high. Thereisno general average—no uni- 
formity. Rich farmers who can afford to 
hold seem to like these corners pretty well. 
They get a big price by holding and waiting 
for the Chicago bulls. But the masses of the 
farmers have to sell soon after the barvest and 
the masses of the laborers and mechanicks 
fatten for awhile on cheap flour, which I sup’ 
pose puts them in a better condition to perish 
after while when the price is doubled. Figures 
don’t lie and the figures say that in 1879 most 
of the wheat was sold by farmers at 85 cents 
and after the Chicago bulls had boughtit they 
run it up to $1.33. In 1881 it was sold for 95 
and the bulls run it to $1.45. When they had 
bought ail they could they blocaded the ele- 
vators and the _ railroads with it to 
keep down competition and prevent the 
holders who still had some to sell from get 
ting itto market, Now what ought to be 
done with them fellows who make their 
millions out of the life blood of the poor. We 
regulate railroads by a commission and we 
get after the distillers with the whole power 
of the government, but these cornerers who 
suck the blood of laborand toil are allowed to 

ofree. They patronize the banks liberal- 

y and therefore the banks are their friends, 
and the banks control congressand so we have 
no relief. 

There isan epitaph on the toomb of Sir 
Robert Peel, and it says, ‘‘He gave the poor 
cheap bread,’’ and no man hasa nobler one 
than this. But here sits the American con- 
gress and the state legislatures looking on at 
ail this iniquity and do nothing. How do 
they expect labor to be reconciled to capital 
and everything go on smoothly when the 
common laborer can barely live at his wages, 
and suddenly finds that bread and meat have 
go..e up fifty per cent, and that rich, heartless 
speculators have combined against him? How 
can he be reconciled? How can he be kept 
from thinking and talking and drifting 
into communism and organizing strikes for 
higher wages. ‘There is life and death in this 
business. The average age of the rich is 55— 
ofthe poorit is 35. Only eighty children 
outofathousand die among’ the wealthy 
classes, but three hundred die among the 
poor. As food grows dear sickness and death 
grows plenty. Scarcer bread means more 
abundant crime; larceny increases as flour 
advances. The common laborer who works 
in the shops or the factories for daily wages 
gets barely enough for bread and meat and 
clothing when these things are cheap. He 
gets nothing for luxuries, nothing for com- 
forts, mnothifg for sickness or doctors 
bills or old age. Nothing for the accidents of 
life, a broken leg, ora broken arm. Nothing 
for fire or flood, or pestilence or any other 
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calamity. He has to live by faith and hope— } 


a shrinking faith and a dispairing hope, and 
a continual apprehension for the welfare of 
hischildren. The great question with us all 
is what will become of our children. Will 
they be able to weather the storms of life 
when we are gone? Will they. find employ- 
ment and be able to live comfortably, and 
marry respectably and have a good home and 
be bappy? We hope so—we 
ray forit and work for it, but there is less 
od forthe next generation than the last, for 
the rich are getting richerand more heartless 
andthe poor are getting more dependent. 
When a man makes a fortune at legitimate 
tradingit is all rizght and honorable, but 
when he builds up by pulling somebody else 
down it is all wrongand not only dishonor- 
. able but criminal. The laws of England for- 
--bid it. Thelaws of the United States do too, 
but they don’t enforce them. Forestal.ing 
the market isacrime in all civilized coun- 
tries but ours. When Armour bought up 
500,000 barrels of pork and a million more 
in futures at nine dollars a_ barrel 
and sold out at eighteen he 
made seven millions of dollars but he never 
produced anything or added_ one dollar to 
that already produced. What he made 
somebody eise lost. He made it all out of 
the consumer—that is the masses—chieftly 
the poor. What kind ofa epitaph ought to 
be put on his toombstone? ‘‘This man’s 
reed was great—his pity wassmall. If there 
ahell he is enjoying it’’ In 18s1 the 
Chicago syndicate cornered 70 million bushels 
of wheat. Why, what _—i protection 
have the people got? W hat security 
against starvation. General Toombs once 
made a very notable speech and said he 
would Jead his children to an altar and like 
Hamalcar of old, swear them to eternal hos- 
tility against this foul domination, and just 
eo] feel whenever I read about Armour and 
Keene, and Jay Gould and company and 
nder upon their machinations. I want to 
ead my children to an altar and swear 
them—yes Swear them to fight monopolies, 
to fight these forestallers and cornerers and 
plunderers of the working people. 

Now I don’t know that any of these corners 
have damaged me a cent. I thank the good 
Lord that lam notin their power and that 
I live in a good old state that has not yet 
bowed the knee to Baal and whose people are 
comparatively independent of these rings and 
syndicates but northern morals and northern 
_ apacity is drifting this way and a people 
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forewarned are a people forearmed. I am 
thinking about my children and, grand chil- 
dren. Our fathers have left usa goodly land 
and a goodly heritage and «our children will 
, have to preserve it if it is preserved atall. We 
want none of lagos’ maxims-—‘‘get money-get 
money—honestly if thou can’st—but at 
allevents get money.’ It every man’s 
duty to contribute something to the general 
welfare. If he does not, he may possibly be 
a good man, but he isnot a good citizen. If 


is 


the miseries of his fellow men, he is a public 
nuisance and ought to be abated. If | was 
sworn on a jury to try Armour & Co, for rob- 
bery, | would find them guilty, for they have 
robbed thousands of their daily food. They 
robbed the farmer by ‘‘bearing’’ his products 
and the consumer by ‘‘bulling them.’ 
They are scientific thieves, but 
infinitely more criminal than 
the vagabond who steals a_ horse. Lar- 
ceny is more tolerble than force, Your ar- 
ticles on taxation are instructive and give us 
food for thought. I hope they will wake up 
our representatives in congress. 1 heard 
Judge Wright say once that if the people 
knew how much tax they paid to support the 
government at Washington they would 
shoulder their shotguns and go to fighting 
and I reckon they would. Andit isa won- 
der to me that our working people don’t do 
something desperate when flour is jumped up 
from five dollars to eight dollars a barrel and 
meat as much in proportion through the op- 
erations of these corners. But the poor are 
humble and have few friends. Nothing 
left them but to suffer and be strong.
